Social Science

Works collected here include masterpieces by David 
Hume, Immanuel Kant, and Jean-Jacques Rousseau, as well as religious sermons and moral 
debates on the issues of the day, such as the slave trade. The Age of Reason saw conflict between 
Protestantism and Catholicism transformed into one between faith and logic -- a debate that 
continues in the twenty-first century. 


Law and Reference 

This collection reveals the history of English common law and Empire law in a vastly changing 
world of British expansion. Dominating the legal field is the Commentaries of the Law of 
England by Sir William Blackstone, which first appeared in 1765.

Now that which I would peifuade you to, 1s this 
folemn and expiefs covenanting with God. Provi- 
dence hath lately brought to my hand the advice of 
a dear Friend and faithful Labourerin the work of 
the Lord about this matter, together with anexcel+_ 
lent form of words compofed for the help of 
weaker Chiiftians, and aptly accommodated to all 
the fubftantials of our bapti{mal Covenant, which 
having found great acceptance with many, I do 
with much zeal, for the eftablifhing of fouls in ho- 
jinefs and comfort, commend it to the ufe not only 
of young Converts, but of the more grown 
Chriftians, that have not experienced this or the 
like courfe. 


And in order to the putting this matter into prac- 
tice, I fhall firft give you thefe few direthons, 


Firft, Set apart fome time, more than once, to be 
{pent in fecret before the Lord. 


1. In feeking earneftly his f{pecial affiftance and 
gracious acceptance of you. 


2, In confideiing diftinly all the conditions of 
the Covenant, as they have been laid before you. 


g. In feaiching your hearts whether you either 
have already. or can now freely make {uch a clo- 
fure with God in Chrift, as you have been exhorted 
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to. In {pecial, confider what your fins are, and 
examine whether you can refolve to forego them 
all. Confider what the laws of Chnift are, how 
holy, ftriét, and fpiritual, and whether you can 
upon deliberation make choice of them all, (even 
thofe that moft crofs your intere{ts and corrupt in- 
clinations) as the rule of your whole life, Be fure 
you be clear in thefe matters, fee that you do not 
lre unto God, 


Secondly, Compofe your fpirits into the moft 
ferious frame poffible, fuitable to a tranfaétion of 
fo high importance, 


Thirdly, Lay hold on the Covenant of God, and 
rely upon his promife of giving grace and ftrength, 
whereby you may be enabled to perform your pro- 
mife. Truift not to your own ftrength, to the 
ftrength of your own refolutions, but take hold on 
his ftrength. 


Fourthly, Refolve to be faithful, Having en- 
gaged your hearts, opened your mouths, and fub- 
f{cribed with your hands to the Lord, refolve in 
his fength never to go back. 


Laftly, Be:ng thus prepared, on fome convement 
time fet apart for the purpofe, fet upon the work ; 
and in the moft folemn manner poffible, as if the 
Lord were vifibly prefent before your eyes, fall

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down on your knees, and fpreading forth your - 
hands towards heaven, open your hearts to the 
Lord, in thefe or the like words, 


t @ nes dreadful God, for the Paffion of thy Son, 

I befeech thee accept of thy poor Prodigal 
now proftrating himfelf at thy door: I have fallen 
from thee by mine Iniquity, and am by nature a 
Son of Death, and a thoufand-fold more the Child 
cf Hell by my wicked pragtice, but of thine infi- 
nite grace thou haft promifed mercy to me in Chrift, 
if I will but turn to thee with all my heart . there- 
fore upon the call of thy Gofpel, I am now come 
in, and throwing down my weapons, fubmit my- 
felf to thy mercy. 


And becaufe thou requireft, as the condition of 
my peace with thee, that I fhould put away mine

Heart to Thce that madeft it; humbly protefting 
before thy glorious Majefty, that it is the firm re-

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folution of my heart, and that I do unfeignedly 
delire grace from thee, that when thou fhalt call 
me hereunto, I may prattife this my Refolution, 
to foifake all that 1s dear unto me in this World, 
rather than to turn from Thee to the ways of Sin; 
and that I will watch againift all its Temptations, 
whether of profpeiity or adverfity, left they fhould 
withdraw my heart from thee; befeeching thee 
alfo to hc Ip me againit the temptatrons of Satan, to 
whofe wicked fuggeftions I refolve, by thy grace, 
never to ;1eld, And becaufe my own Rightcoul- 
nefs 1s but menftruous rags, I 1enounce all confi- 
dence therein, and acknowledge that I am of 
myfelf a hopelefs, helplefs, undone creature, wth- 
out rigLteoufnefs o1 ftrength, 


And forafmuch as thou haft, of thy bottomlefs 
mercy, Offered moft giacioufly to me wretched 
Sinner, to be again my God thiough Chrift, if I 
would accept of thee; I call heaven and eaith to 
record this day, that I do here folemnly avouch 
thee for the Lord my God, and with all poffible 
veneration bowing the neck of my foul underthe 
feet of thy moft facred Majefty, I do here take 
Thee the Lord Jehovah, Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoft, for my portion; and do give up myfelf, 
body and foul, for thy Servant; promifing and 
vowing to feive thee in holinefs and righteoufnefs, 
all the days of my life,

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And fince thou haft appointed the Lord Jefus 
Chrift the only means of coming unto thee, I do 
here upon the bended knees of my foul, accept of 
hum as the only new and living way, by which Sine 
ners may haveaccefs to Thee , and do here folemnly — 
join myfelf in a4 matiiage-covenant to him, 


O bicfied Jefus, I come to thee hungry, wretched, 
milcrable, blind, and naked; a molt loathfome, 
polluted wretch, a guilty, condemned malefattor, 
unworthy to wath the feet of the Servants of my 
Lord, much more to be folemnly married to the 
King of Glory; but fince fuch 1s thine unpazalelled 
love, I do here with all my power accept thee, and 
take thee for my Head and Hufband, for better, for 
worle, for richer, for poorer, for all times and con- 
ditions, to love, honour and obey thee befoue all 
others, and tlis to the dcath. I embrace thee in 
all thine offices. I renounce mine own worthi- 
nefs, and do here avow thee for the Lord my 
Righteoufnefs I renounce mine own wifdom, and 
do here take thee for my only guide I renounce 
mine own will, and take thy will for my law. 


And fince thou haft told me, I muft fuffer if I 
will icign, I do here covenant with thee, to take 
my lot, as it falls, with thee, and by thy giace affifl. 
ing to run all hazards with thee, veuly purpofing, 
that re'ther life nor death fhall part between thee

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And becaufe thou haft been pleafed to give me 
thy holy Laws, as the Rule of my life, and the
